They Attack Upon Two-mile 
Front in Armentieres-Neuve 
Chapelle District

BRITISH FRONT in France, July 
26, via London, July 21.— ne Freflch 
re attacking,” this was the message 
that the rapid fire of their 75's and 
the thunders of their heavy guns 
brought from the valley of the Som- 
me over the hills to the British lines. 

After marking time while the Brit- 
ish took the second line in front of 
them, the blue tide of French soldiers 
on the right of the British khaki 


tdvanced at dawn and the people of 


the towns in the rear had the welcome 
tews at luncheon hour, that they were 
ulready in occupation of German 
trenches north of the Somme, and had 
tained ground south of the Somme. 

Meanwhile the Australians, on a 
two mile front in the Armentieros- 
Neuve Chapelle region took part in 
the biggest trench raid ever under- 
taken. After cutting the wires by 
shell fire they rushed the German 
trenthes, doing what damage they 
could by bombing and hand to han! 
lighting before retiring to their own 
trenches, 

During the French attack the guns 
on both sides were untiringly busy. 
Having made Longcueval end their 
position in Delville wood sccure, the 
Lritish stormed the high wood, and 
in both these woods and in the fields 
between the front and the village of 
Guillemont, the Germans, massing 
fresh forees, resisted the British witn 
the savage dotermination not to yield 
further high ground, which is no- 
thing more than knolls and rolling 
turm land, harrowed by shells anil 
whipped by bullets, whose loss leaves 
command of tho position to the Brit- 
ish. The Germans are still bringing 
up guns to the Somme, ard all day 
they secred to be answering the pro- 
ponderant British fire with all the 
tower they had. Among the Britisn 
troops recently engaged vre some 
units of the ‘Bantams,’’, England's 
little men, five feet thre® inches in 
height and whom Lord Kitchener en- 
listed in special battalions. They went 
in with all the courage and pride of 
corps of six feet guardsmen and the 
audacity cock, which is their symbol. 

A captured diary from the One 
Huncred and Ninetieth regiment of 
the One Hundred and KEighty-fifth 
German division, which was rushed 
from the Chimpagne to the Somme 
on July 2, shows that out of 1,109 
men of the battalion, 120 are left, and 
less than half the men of the other 
two battalions. The writer complains 
{nat all this loss was suffered without 
the men really having ever been en- 
waged face to face with the English, 
they always having been caught by 
a concentartion of shell fire, or by

Done in Connection With

LONDON, July 20.—Replying to se- 
vere denunciations of the Mesopota- 
mian campaign by Lord Wms, in 
introducing his motion in the House 
of Lords domanding investigation, the 
Marquis of Crewe, lord president of 
the council, said that in the critical 
moments of August, 1914, it was im- 
verative for Great Britain to re-assert 
her paramount position in the Pe. 
sian Gulf and prevent the declaration 
of a holy war. 

“Our presence there,“ he continued, 
“TL believe saved the empire from tho 
reproach of a great disaster. We had 
to consider the great Moslem popula- 


tion of Africa also, and if we had 
not shown our strength Islam as a 
whole might have been deflected 


against us.“ 

He referred to the difficulties con- 
fronting the Indian government, ani 
suid that from December, 1914, to 
the Septembor following, there had 
been no less than seven soparate at- 
tacks, some of a very formidable char- 
acter, on India’s northwest frontier, 
and contended that before passing 
Gnal judgment on the Indion officials 
it would be necessary to consider the 
vortieular system of military organ- 
ization there. Lord Crawe then roodg 
a statement similar to that ef Pree 
mier Asquith in the House or Com- 
mons, 

Lord Cromer, who followed, admit- 
ted that the Marquis of Crewe's stato- 
ment changed the aspect of the de- 
bate. He did not desire to stir the 
cmbers of a rather heated controversy 
of a few years ago. He thought Kit- 
chener had made a mistake in the 
military changes he had introduced 
in India, and while it would be a 
Great exaggeration that the misfor- 
tune of the Mesopotamia campaign 
was the outcome of these changes, he 
could not help thinking that they 
largely contributed to that misfortune.

URGES AGAINST 
FURTHER RELAY 


John Redmond, Nationalist Lead- 
er, Sends Letter to Asquith 
and Lloyd George 


LONDON, July 21.—John Redmond, 
the Nationalist leader, made public 
today a memorandum which he sent 
to Premier Asquith and David Lloyd 
George, the secretary for war, on 
Tuesday, in which he declared that 
the delay in making public the text 
of the Irish bill ane the irritation 
caused by Lord Lansdownes recent 
speech had created a very serious 
situation in Ireland. He adds: 

“In my opinion any further delay 
whatever in producing and proceed- 
ing with the bill will make a settle- 
ment on the lines laid down in the 
terms submitted by Mr. Lioyd George 
quite impossible. 

J is now more than three weeks 
since we obtained the assent of our 
friends in Ireland. Since then little 
or no progress has been made and 
the matter, which five weeks ago was 
so urgent, now hangs fire. 

“I, therefore, feel it my duty to 
urge on the government that further 
delay will be fatal and place on record 
my conviction that any proposal to de- 
part from the terms agreed upon, 
especially in respect to the strictly 
temporary provisional character of all 
the sections or the bill, will compel us 
to declare that the agreement on the 
faith of which we obtained the assent 
of our supporters in Ireland has been 
departed from and is at an end. 

A meeting of the Irish party has 
been summoned for Saturday, when 
the situation will be taken under con- 
sideratiun.

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With the Welfare of 
Soldiers 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, July 20.—The National 
Liberal advisory council which has 
been in session for the best part of 
three days concluded its sittings this 
afternoon with the announcement that 
& Dominion Liberal convention will 
likely be convengd before the next 
keneral election, It will probably be 
held shortly after the close of the 
next session of parliament at the Do- 
minion capital. It was intimated that 
the only thing which will prevent a 
convention being held is the holding 
of an election at a date earlier than 
is generally expected. It was also 
stated that the national advisory 
council, which was organized last De- 
cember, is doing the spade work for 
the convention, but that it will be 
retained as a permanent advisory 
body. 

Work of Sub Committees. 

A semi-official statement as to what 
bus been done by the nine sub-com- 
mittees appointed to study various 
questions and the attitude of the par- 
ty in regard to matters of genoral poli- 
cy was given out after the close of 
the deliberations today. It is as fol- 
lows: 

A committee under the chairman- 
ship of Hon. W. . Fielding reported 
on problems of finances and taxation 
orging a thotough review of the whole 
system of national expenditures with 
a view to cutting down waste and ex- 
travagance and distributing taxation, 
both fiscal and otherwise, in euch a 
Way as to bear more equitably upon 
the general consumers. 

A committee on rural life and agri- 
cultural development under the chalr- 
manship of Hon, Sidney Fisher, mado 
a number of practical suggestions for 
the amelioration of farming condi- 
tions generally, including a compre- 
hensive program of good roads de- 
velopment under the direct control of 
the provincial authorities with encour- 
agement and co-operation of the fed- 
eral government. 

Rural Credits, 

A committee on rural credits and 
banking under the chairmanship of 
John Bain, of Ottawa, recommended 
the establishment of a Dominion-wide 
vystem of rural credits with a view to 
making capital and loans for agricu!- 
tural operations as readily accessible 
to farmers as it is now accessible for 
industrial operations through the 
Lanks to those engaged in manufac- 
ture, transportation and commerce, tn 
this connection, a resolution was pass- 
ed by the council approving of tho 
principle of empowering provincial 
banks to issue bonds against long term 
mortgages of land repayable on the 
amortization principle, 

A committee on the welfare of re- 
turned soldiers, under the chairman- 
ship of H. B. McGivern, ex-M.P., Ote 
tawa, recommended a federal board of 
capable men with agents at varions 
centres throughout the Dominion, 
having power to administer the pro- 
visions of the pension act, and super- 
vision over the suitable re-employ- 
ment of soldiers after the war is over: 
nao that special preference should 
be given to returned soldiers in filling 
positions in the civil service; and alsa 
for free industrial and technical edu- 
cation to the returned men anxious to 
re-enter the industrial life of tho 
country, 

Technical Education. 

A committee on technical education, 
under the chairmanship of Hon. W. I. 
McKenazle-King, presented a resolution 
which was adopted by the council re- 
commending a comprehensive national 
plan of industrial training and tech- 
nical education under provincial and 
tederal co-operation, including the 
clstribution and re-absorption into in- 
dustry of returned soldiers after the 
close of the war.

The portrait of the Hon, G. II. V. 
Bulyea, as minister of public works, 
North-West Territories legislature, 
painted by Inglis Sheldon-Willlams fer 
the government of Saskatchewan, isa! 
present on view in the provincial u- 
brary, parliament buildings, It is a 
speaking likeness of the chairman of 
the board of public utilities, Alberta. 
Not only that, it is an artistic piece of 
work, the artistry being especially no- 
ticeable in the way the fold in the cost 
is handled, in the Naturalness of the 
coloring, and in the poise and attituce 
of the figure, Three-quarters length, it 
presents Mr, Bulyea standing in his 
office, apparently expectant of a caller, 
with letters and telephone on table. The 
effective, if somewhat novel back- 
round makes the subject stand our in 
tine relief. Altogether it is a masterly 
:tudy. Some, perhaps, may think it dis 
closes Mr. Bulyea in an unfamiliar 
mood; that generally he has not that 
somewhat stern, official look, But these 
should pause to recall how responsive 
the visage is to momentary intrusions 
of thought, and how different we look 
if caught, unaware, Aa a over the 
contents, say, of a letter, tour faciar 
presentment when taking part in a 
conversation that is interesting and 
animate. In the portrait the letters 
on the table, and the attitude supply 
the key for the possibly unfamiliar 
phase of character, 

Mr. Sheldon-Williams, who 
present in Edmonton, is attached to 
the staff of the Regina College in 
charge of the art department, Born in 
Hampshire, England, after farming in 
the Moose Mountain district from 1887 
to 1896, he studied in Paris; at the 
Slade school of art, London, and undér 
Sir Thomas Brock, R.A., and in Be- 
ium under M. Theophile Lybaert. He 
was an exhibitor at the Royal Acad- 
emy, London, at the Paris salon, (di- 
ploma, 1910), at the Royal Canadian 
Academy, and by invitation in Vienna, 
Munich, Dresden and Leipsic,  1996- 
1912.

BUCK IS AGAIN ON 
CANADIAN SOIL 


will Reach Calgary Friday to 
Face Charge of Fraud and 
Default 


George Buck, president of the Black 
Diamond on Cgmpany, Calgary, who 
was arrested at Wichita, Kansas, a 
couple of months ago on charges of 
fraud in Kd big dey with the flotation 
of the company, As on his way to the 
southern city and will arrive there 
on Friday mornikg. This is the in- 
formation — received yesterday by 
the attorney-general’s department 
from Chief Detective Nicholson, who 
went south to get Buck, and who im- 
mediately left for Canada with his 
man when he received the warrant of 
surrender from Ottawa whither it had 
been sent by the British ambassador 
at Washington. Buck had an appeal 
pending against the last order by the 
court for extradition, but apparently 
no action was taken by the court offi- 
olals to stay the execution of the wur- 
rant. When apprehended in Calgary, 
Buck jumped his bail and fled south 
where it is stated he had, just at the 
time he was again taken into custody, 
successfully inaugurated an oil com- 
pany with good prospects of making 
the business a paying proposition. At 
first, expressing his willingness to be 
extradited, he suddenly changed his 
mind and was still fighting against 
being brought back to Canada when 
the federal authorities intervened. 


CHARGE AGAINST

SCHOOL BOARD 
REGULAR SESSION | 


Number of Questions of Minor 
Importance Come Up For 
Consideration 


Some time ago a deputation waited 
vpon the school board asking that 
consideration would be given to the 
request that separate cloak room ac- 
commodation should be provided for 
boys and girls of the higher grades, 
The point raised was that in times of 
cold weather the girls had to be pro- 
vided with additional clothing -which 
it was not suitable for them to have 
to don or take off in a common 
room, Other points also were raised 
Which made a strong argument for the 
provision dt the separate room, and 
in consequence the board promised 
that the matter should ve given con- 
sideration, 

As the result Building Commission- 
er Story was asked to furnish a re- 
port. It provided three solutions, vis: 
glazed partitions; cupboard = ward- 
robes in halls for boys; teachers’ rest 
rooms for girls, 

Upon considering the report, how- 
ever, Superintendent Carpenter raised 
the point that the matter was a re- 
flection upon school management, and 
that, under present conditions, there 
was no need for any such separate 
rooms, as the boys could be kept quite 
apart from the girls. 

Wile the board appeared to favor 
the idea of separate rooms, there wus 
some uncertainty of opinion, and in 
consequence the subject was left in 
ubeyance for a time. 

Chairman Barnes presented the 
trustees with a chairman's hammer 
for use at meetings, which had been 
made at the Technical school, The 
hammer, which was of excellent 
workmanship, was admired and the 
chairman thanked for his gift. . 

A letter was received from the 
Western Shell and Box Co. asking 
for the loan of a 19 or 24 in, lathe 
from the Technical school, as they 
were engaged in filling a contract for 
shells and it ws impossible to op- 
‘uin additional machinery. Trustee 
McKenzie was given power to act, 


Financial Statement,

Bradey presented the statement of 
finances for the year, drawn up in 
condensed form for the purposes of 
publication, as the board had request- 
ed at the last meeting.

now been credited with that amount.

Burnham-Frith Electric Co., -Ltd.,

On Monday last Mr. E. A. Wilkinson 
of Poplar lake, brought into the Bulle-

road. The berries were perfect in 
every particular. Fully colored, well 
shaped, and of even size. One of them 
i;easured four inches in circumference 
ond twelve of them weighed half a 
pound. The berries were part of Mr. 
Wilkinson's third crop. Four years 
#go he procured plants from Mr. John 
Broomficld, who had procured his 
plants from Mr. Charles Gowan, of the 
city. He planted three rows in one 
area four yards by forty-four, He- 
cupying a portion of his garden, and 
having no special advantage of situa- 
tion, beyond the fact that being part of 
the garden it was highly cultivated 
and enriched with manure. The 
plants grew well. For the winter they 
were covered with straw. But the re- 
sult was that many of the plants were 
smothered by the straw lying too close 
en them, The remaining plants pro- 
duced well during the seco id season, 
and the vacancies were filled in with 
new plants, For the second winter 
straw was again used as a protection, 
but, first, poles were laid on the 
ground to keep the straw from lying 
closely on the plants, The result was 
an entire success. No plants were lost 
from either the second or third win- 
tors where this plan was = followed, 
The covering of straw was three or 
iour inches deep. The covering of straw 


mitadie~of May. By leaving the straw 
covering on the plants blossoming is 
delayed until the danger of frost thet 
Wauld injure the blossom is past, 

The berries are ready for picking 
about July 10th and continue to pro- 
duce for about six weeks. From the 
patch covering about 175 square yards 
From six to ten quarts a day are pick- 
ed. The berries are of two varieties 
the “Duhlop"and the ‘“Benderwoo:'.” 
Mr. Wilkinson believes that generally 
it is necessary to grow two species to 
gether in order to have fertilization cf 
the blossoms, The garden plot is level 
and the soil is ordinary black loam 
without sand. It has no shelter from 
the north but there is a low shelter of 
shrubbery towards the south, 

Mr. Wilkinson came from Nebraka 
eix years ngo. He grew strawberries 
successfully there, and considers con- 
ditions at Edmonton much more faycr- 
tble. In Nebraska, dry hot weather 
usually occurred during the ripening 
season. Thie was not nearly as good 
for the fruit as the usually moist and 
warm weather of July in Edmonton

LETTERS THAT NEVER ARRIVE 
Editor, Bulletin, 


Sir,-—Why is it our soldiers overseas 
do not receive their letters more 
promptly? The followihg letter from 
my husband will explain why we sol- 
diers’ wives are concerned over the 
delay in military mails which must 
exist. 

“My Dear Wife, 

“Why on earth don't you write a 
letter to me. I do not understand 
whatever is the matter with you. 
Are you sick; if so, try and get some. 
of the neighbors to write me a line. 
I am worrying very much about 
you and baby as I have had only 
two letters from you since I landed 
in England, surely you have time to 
write a little oftener than that.” 
This is only one of the many such 

letters being received from the sol- 
diers of the 63rd and 66th Battalions 
now in England and France. Many 
of our men are now in the trenches, 
and it is hard enough for us to know 
that they are in danger all the time 
and that we may receive word at any 
time that we will not see them again 
without the knowledge that they are 
receiving no word from their homer, 
Many of them are thinking that their 
wives at home are not writing to them 
at all, when we are sending three and 
four letters every week; also parcels 
of tobacco and other things which are 
not being delivered to them, 

How is it then that when letters are 
received here regularly from the 
trenches the mail can not be delivered 
in England just as promptly? Is it 
fair either to we women at home, or 
to our men who are giving their ser- 
vices, and in many cases their lives, 
to their country, that their mall does 
not reach them? Where does the fault 
lie that they do not get their mail?
